LARGER LIGHT PLANT 
(Continued from Flret Page.) 
H arris, t ’o atstille, Pa.; 
superinten­ 
dent, H arry E. D revenstedt, late of 
Sum pter, S. C., superintendent. 
From now until the new plant is 
com pleted and ready for operation the 
affairs of the two old com panies will 
be m anaged by the new, and power 
will be purchased from the Columbi­ 
ana County com pany until that time, 
in order to supply its patrons in the 
city. 
O bligations incurred and bills 
due up to December 1 will be handled 
by the two old com panies in their 
own nam es, w hile all business a fte r 
that date will be in the name of the 
Salem Light company. 
T he present em ployes to' the Salem 
E lectric Light & Pow er 
’o. will be 
retained, Mr. H artm an stated, by the 
Salem Light com pany, but those of the 
I Colum biana 
com pany 
will 
not 
be 
needed. 
Vice P resident H arris is to go to 
I Columbus Monday, w here he will be 
active both in securing a ch arter for 
the new company and in having the 
utilities com m ission approve the fran­ 
chise. 
No difficulty in accom plishing 
eith er project is anticipated by mem­ 
bers of the com pany. 
The capital 
stock has not as yet been determ ined. 
The present power house on Depot 
street will be m ore th an doubled in 
size by extending it northw ard, and 
in the new' addition will be installed 
steam 
m achinery 
and 
generators 
capable of producing eith er 1,000 or 
1,200 kilow atts, w hile tin addition is 
to be am ply large to accom m odate 
m achinery to double th at increase at 
any tim e it is needed. 
The present plant, operated by gas 
engines »and with a total capacity of 
600 kilow atts, will not he used save as 
a reserve in case of a breakdow n or , 
o th er em ergency, steam power being I 
depended upon for reg u lar operation. I 
It is an in terestin g fact th at the | 
i Buckeyemobile, m anufactured by the : 
, B uckeye Engine com pany, is 
being 
considered as a source of the power 
needed, while the steam turbine is 
also being investigated. 
It is doubt­ 
ful, it is understood, 
w hether 
the 
Buckeyem obile can be used, 
since 
none have ever been constructed even 
approaching the size needed for the 
new plant. 
Mr. H artm an stated that local men 
will be used w henever possible in the 
construction and equipm ent of tin- m-w 
addition to the plant, which will he 
made at an estim ated cost of $80,000, 
The difficulty at present is to secure, 
not m achinery, but the stru ctu ral iron 
for the building. 
It is thought that 
from four to five m onths will be need­ 
led to com plete and equip the plant, 
j 
U ntil th at tim e the 25-cycle m otors 
now operated by the C olum biana com- 
( pany w ill be used as usual, but as 
soon as the new cu rren t is ready they 
,a re to be replaced by 60-cycle m otors, 
| free of charge to the ow ners. 
T his 
I will am ount to a considerable sum. 
the total horsepow er of such m otors 
i being estim ated a t 150. 
I 
It is also obvious th a t no work in 
, th e prom ised rem oval of duplications 
I in poles and wiring about the city can 
be undertaken until th e new plant is 
ready, but m aps of th e city show ing 
the w iring plans are being prepared, 
and this w ork will be done Just as 
soon as possible. 
All overhead w iring in th e business 
section is to be en tirely elim inated 
w ithin five years, by the term s of the 
franchise.
